The problem had been under 
study by 'th^ Bcsearch Board of 
the ' Students' Executive Council 
when the 'CLC hegan Us agitation. 
The parasroph in question reads ^ 
• "-The' Rooms Registry serves 
studenls;'of jlK colouris, - races- 
and roligions. Will you accept 
anyone ? . . . If ybii will not take 
a Christian, Jew, Oriental,. Ne- 
gro, European, etc., please un- 
derline wliich you will not taltc." 
Reverend E. C. Knowlcs,, Chair- 
man of the Lodging Committee of 
the University, which controls the 
Registry, told the Daily tliat this 
paragraph is necessary to enable 
them to save foreign students the 
cmbarassmcnt ,of being refused 
a room. ' 

The International, Students' As- 
sociatiuQ, in a meeting last Thurs- 
day, passed a motion,' stating that 
it should mal<e its feelings known 
to -the Registrar that all discri- 
minatory, clauses in relation to 
the rooms. registry should be eli- 
mina'tcd.- -- . • • . . ' 
p^ÉgMÉMO'RANDUM 
^^Mél^mémorandum states, .that 
the clause'(âcçômplishcs 3 things : 
it condones- and >^supportsv discri- 
mination, serves ^ as a . screening 
device for those practising' discri- 
mination, and contradicts the prin- 
ciples ot equality of rights. 

It suggests that the paragraph 
be reworded to state : 
"Tlie University and the Rooms 
Registry serves students of all 
colours, races and religions. We 
will list only those persons who 
arc willing to accomodate . stu- 
dents without discrimination be- 
cause of race, colour, or. creed.'.' 
. It clainis that the paragraph 
.as it now reads, invites restric- 
tions from' applicants..

"Tho policy and practice Bf the 
Lodging Committee and the Rooms 
Registry neither condones nor sup- 
ports , discrimination. It does, 
however, iccognizc the fact 'that 
discrimination exists and it seeks 
tb protect overseas visitors of in- 
sult and disappointment. 

"Tills is the intention of the 
wording un the form, and it Is 
the practice of tho registry Itself." 

Dr. Knowles stated that It was 
the function of tlic Registry to 
serve the student and not the 
landlords. It tries to place all 
students' in the best available 
rooms. 

He challenged his ."ctitlcs"- to 
submit a plan- that v^ould Jgua- 
rantee that all out-of-town students 
would .find rooms that are "rea- 
sonable in. price, clean, well ven- 
tilated, and accessible to the Uni- 
versity". .•

Accounting Office Looted 
Safe-Crackers Net $3,000

Thieves netted approximately $3000 in à safe cracking 
operation which took place In the McGill Accounting Department's 
main office last Sunday. 

Mr. Crimson .went on to say that - 
files and various other important , 
papers, which had been kcp^j^in^. 
the safe, were scattered all'foverISP 
the office by the safe-crackers.' " 
DISCOVERED:/ 
The burglary, which ;topk place 
sometime between 9:30 -'am and 
4:30'pm on Sunday, was not dis- 
covered until late Sunday evening 
when the University's night watch- ^ 
man began his rounds, although ' 
white footprints, left by the 
thieves, were 'noticed by several, 
people earlier in the day. ' ' - 
The footp'rints, leading from' the ' 
back door of Dawson Hall; were 
made by insulating powder which 
had come f roip'jthej^sa^ and 'had 
stuck on the 'liii]%Iai|^hbes. At 
fbst, it was tboughC^ÛittHhé fobt- 
prints had been lét^b^paintcrs 
working in the: building. ■ ^ , 

The. policejnvestigated all' yes- ■ 
terddy but,-by press Ume, were un- 
able' to find any significant clues 
as to the identity of the culprits. 



In an interview with the McGill 
Daily, G. A. Crimson, Comptroller 
for the University, said that the 
thieves entered Dawson Hall, 
where the Accounting Department 
is located, by forcing open one of 
the ground floor wjndows of the 
Registrars Office, after which they 
climbed the stairs to the third 
floor and entered the main office 
of the department. 

They then broke into the chief 
accountant's office and, finding 
nothing there, proceeded to the 
west end of the building where the 
safe is located.. Using a power saw 
and a crow bar, the' thieves were 
ablé^to make a fifteen inch hole 
jn thé safe. . ' - 

OVERLOOKED LARGE SUMS 
According to the comptroller, 
the burglars found the $3,000 in 
a cash drawer ' and two strong 
boxes which were.in the safe but, 
for an - unknownif èi)80ii,V.overlook- 
ed large" sum's"' of -unoney ' In the

The fight to remove discrimi- 
natory clauses and practices started 
in 1052, when fraternities and so- 
rorities were threatened with ex- 
pulsion from èampus. In 1054 five 
fraternities still had race bars in 
their constitutions; today, only 
Sigma Chi and Alpha Tau Omega 
have such a clause. 

Hodidnson said that while seek- 
ing signatures for the petition, he 
found "many students were sur- 
prised to learn that racial discri- 
mination is still being practiced 
on campus."

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The Principle Of Tlie Thing 

THE CURRENT uproar which is being raised over .apparent 
discrimination in the ranlcs of the McGill Rooms Registry 
is an example of one of the loopholes made by demo- 
cratic idealism. Freedom of speech, in this case, has given 
a branch of. the Canadian Labour Congress an opportunity 
to discredit a worthwhile organization without fully, consi- - 
dering the facts of the cose in jheir proper prospective. 

The paragraph in question . on the Rooms- Registry 
application form reads s The. Rooms Registry serves students . 
of all colours, races and religions. Will yoii accept anyone ? 
...if you will not take a Christian, Jew, Oriental, Negro, 
European, etc., please so. indicate.; ~ 

Granted, this style does hot 'erTcpuroge the suppression 
or elimination of segregationist attitudes but neither is it a 
case, of malice aforethought. Officials of the Rooms Registry 
do all in their power to assure suitable living conditions for 
McGill students. An investigating officer is sent around to- 
inspect each of the- dpplicdnt boarding-houses for clean-, 
liness, coiivenience as well as integrity and congeniality on 
the port of ihe landlord. 

To eliminate . embarassing clashes and insulting mis- 
understandings because of ..racial or ' religious prejudices, 
registry officials have considered it advisable to ascertain 
beforehand the attitude of prospective landlords. No matter 
how noble and idealistic an attitude, the C.L.C. and the 
presidents of the various national clubs of the I.S.A. may 
take, the fact remains that it is frightening, degrading and 
unpleasant for the incoming foreign student to meet open. . 
prejudice on a personal basis, especially in his first few 
days in- Canada. 

This practical view of the situation, however, does not 
completely exonerate the officials of the Rooms Registry. A 
higher degree of moral rectitude is expected on the university 
level and in the university environment. If the rights of man 
to equality ore not upheld in the rorif led sphere of intellectual 
idealism and justice, then society has no hope of finding an 
effective solution to the problems of discrimination — be it 
racial, religious or social. Keeping these facts' in mind it is., 
difficult to condond the ."Do no evil, hear no evil, see no 
. evil" attitude of Registry' officers. 

Although their intentions may be valid and honourable, 
which is reason enough ..to condemn the uproar, roused^ by 
the C.L.C. and to excuse|;tHe presence of the offending|qO^^^^ 
lion on the Registry - forni, no sufficient excusé 'con bej^fjaj^': 
sented for the acceptance of rooms from persons with openlyl^ 
declared discriminations. Equally offensive is the Inanner in 
which this information is solicited. If the Registry application 
forcefully stated that McGill does not condone discrimination 
of any category, prospective landlords with segregationist, 
/tendencies would be effectively warned off. At the same. time 
>the University would not lay itself open to accusations of 
"aiding and dbelting". 

To return to the initiators of all this commotion, how-: 
ever, it is a little difficult to understand what grounds the 
Canadian Labour Congress have for interference in student . 
- activities. Assuming that the National Committéé:,for. Hu^ 
Rights has a genuine interest in the elimiriatioii'^of'Hlscrlm^^ 
irolion^at all levels it would seem advisable for these worth/' 
géhile'mèn to investigate the situation in their own backyard 
before instigating controversy at the expense of a needed and 
important agency of a private institution. ^

I would lilce to usé thé oppor- 
tunity of your column: to com- 
ment briefly on the név Senaté 
regulation regarding .invasion of 
women's residences. '. 

The rule was worded; "Any 
student who invades, or attempts 
to invade, any women's résidence 
of the University will be sus- 
pended at once and his name re- 
ported to Senate for further 
actionr." 

There are two main ohJections 
I have to this regulation: 

1. It is against the principle 
of equality, since it Is discrimi- 
natory. 

2. It has no background in 
history and is detrimental to pro- 
gress. 

1. The wording of regulation 
says that, women's residences 
must not be invaded. But this is 
discriminatory, as women are not

should be lifted, giving men 
équal^Â^rlgfaits of , invasion.

This separation is 
most urgent on three levels; fis- 
cal, governmental, . and diploma- 
tic. "We pay two billion dollars 
a year to Ottawa", Dr. Barbeau 
pointed out, going on to say that 
with this - money Quebec . could 
easily accoiiipllsh: air the" neces- 
sary reforms, improvements; and 
expansions. He is not adverse to 
retaining the many cultural, eco- 
nomic "and military ties which he 
feels are not sources of conflict, 
with the rest of Canada. 

GRIEVANCES 

■ In talking to Dr. BarbeaUj^oiigt| 
notites that he harboùnïïàTfôwS| 
grievances concerning the Cana- 
dian English press, especially 
the major Montreal papers. lie 
explained that most Anglo-Cana- 
dians did not know of the exist- 
ence of the Alliance because 
tlicsc newspapers ignored the or- 
■ganization until a recent survey 
conducted by several French pa-, 
pers, 

Barbcau's book takes the form 
of a refutation olgOni, article 
by Henri BouràSsaSjg'famous 
French. Canadian proponent of 
pancanadiahism. Barbcau's argu- 
ments seeni Well organized and 
valid, at least as far as we read. 
Barbeau is quite confident about 
the success of his mission as 
evidenced by this passage from 
the Introduction: 

"We have become certain that 
the idea of the sovereignity of 
Quebec will become, In a few 
years, the greatest Ideological 
force In Quehec. The situation 
will have returned and one may 
well believe, without being a 
utopist, th;it the proclamation of 
the independence of Quebec, or 
better still, of the Republic of 
Laurcntia is inscribed in the 
lines of force of our history.

The acting of the- adults must be as simple as that of the 
children, the photography must be innocent of tricks or abrupt 
jumps, the dialogue and plot must convince the children— and 
yet interest the. audience.

FAILS •• 

> Unfortunately, "Hand in Hand" falls to meet these prerequisi- 
tes, tough not for lack of trying oh the part of the producer, at 
least. The Director is Philip Leacock who carried .out the same - 
duties so successfully for "The Kidnappers". But then he saw 
eyo to eye with bis insphrcd colleagues; now he merely sees 
as through a glass darkly. In fact, he' plagerises the technique 
of his well deserved success, and as many of ua knoW) plagerlms 
rarely pays off. It carries with it an odour of contempt, both 

- for {the. audience, (in the case of a movie) and for the original 
màtèrtàl : a wit;implies a lack of iM^ ; 

. Some" aspects'; of thè material are of course promising, par- 
ticularly : the; inherent' dharm of the littje boy and girl around 
whom all' attention ccntrcs.- 

' ^ RELIGIOUS PREJUDICE 

The plot relates the unhappy consequences of adult religious 
prejudices upon Uie innocent devotion of these two children of 
different faiths;^ TheVclitaw is effectively ,demonstrated;4but;^. 
the process of reachiiig'this-cUmax is so labourlous that a morality.ss^ 
tale results and the doors of perception into the children's world 
remain closed. 

• Sybil Thorndyke, the one recognized actress in this film, . 
contributes positively while others playing in it are obviously - 
sincere if somewhat less experienced: the writers are painfully 
unsuccessful. 

"Hand in Handl^Is^an honest effort which Helen Winston, 
a well meaning , Tdypntôilan, finally managed to produce with 
. the aid of an expoienced Canadian director.

.\nyonc who complains ahout 
the quality of- my voice is told 
he is not "ethically pure". This 
is llic big tiling to remember 
about folk singers. If they are 
anything, they are ethietUy 
pure. 

BETTER OBSCURE 

They spend houtv nemoming 
"olde Englishe" «xprestions. 
Tlicy go for days into'flie moon- 
tains listening for some old farm- 
er to break into song. They tra- 
vel the country for years, track- 
ing doHii obscure bits of folk 
lore. The obscurer the better. 
If it's so obscure the "iolk" 
haven't even heard of it, that's 
the best of aiL 

Not only is the folk singer 
ethically pure, he is proud of it. 

The true folk singer sneers at 
all other forms of music and 
maintains that tiiey all stem 
from folk music anj-way» "Bee- 
thoven was a Pete Seegar gone 



wrong", is a favourite cxpres- 
' sion. 

But lest we stray from the 
original point, good voices. I 
repeat, are sot ethically pure. 

About the (oitn-. Many well 
accepted folk singers play the 
instrument veiy wcU. (Aclulil- 
ly manly of them sing very well 
too, bat these handicaps rarely 
occur shnnltaneously). But any- 
way the thing to remembor about 
the gaitar is that it is a symbol. 

INSECURE^ 

Tho folk singer is basically in- 
secure. This ttsnally comes from 
long association with the "folk" 
a frightening experience in it- 
self. The guitar is a mother ima- 
go. To this gnltar the folk singer 
pours out his soul, Indeed, his 
very being. Ail his Uttle.trou- 
.Ues «ad fnistratioos are'jcmil- 
ed to it With it are Stated aU 
Us secret Joys. 

This close association may 
prompt a few of the more cu- 
rious to learn to play it, but 
basically all that is needed are 
a few chords, preferably in 9 
minor key for that Unge of sad- 
ness. 

Sorrow! The folk singer is 
always an unhappy person.' llale
